A paper on modern 
constructional work of this kind, if the writer 
had the ability and the time to write it, 
would doubtless be far more interesting, from 
an engineering point of view, than somewhat 
dull descriptions of prosaic and simple road- 
aiding. i latter, however, is surely of 
primary importance, inasmuch as we are ex- 
pending annually a couple of million pounds 
on our roads while our expenditure on con- 
structional works is relatively small. The 
U.S.A. is, however, in the writer's opinion, 
the best school in both. They have an im- 
mense personnel and are ready to buy the 
best European talent that is obt&inable. They 
are quite frank in er out failures as 
well as successes and the literature on every 
engineering branch is abundant and up-to- 
date. In tunnelling especially the Americans 
seem to be ahead of European practice. The 
Holland twin tunnels providing a highway 
through one tube from New York to Jersey 
City and a return highway in the twin tube 
from Jersey to.

Mr. James Quigley, M.Inst.C.E.1, chief 
roads engineer of the Irish Free State, repre- 
sented the Government at the sixth Interna- 
tional Roads Congress, held last autumn in 
Washington. . 

His observations and conclusions were 
embodied in a lengthy paper which he read 
to the members of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers of Ireland in their hall in Dawson 
street, Dublin, on 12th April last; and the 
discussion on his paper was continued at a 
cid meeting of the Institution held on 
the Wednesday of the Spring Show. week 

From Mr. Quigley’s paper we take the

NECESSITY FOR CENTRALISA- 
TION. 


The lesson to'be learned is that if, even in 
a country of such tremendous extent as the 
U.S.A., a well-equipped central control is 
found necessary, it is doubly necessary in a 
small country such as ours. There is already 
in America the centralisation of each State 
by which all main roads within the State 
are administered from a central State head- 
quarters, but it is evident that Federal 
control from Washington is already consider- 
able and will undoubtedly be extended. We 
have a-ccunty surveyor in charge of each 
county. with assistant surveyors varying in 
number from two to twenty in proportion to 
the size of the county.

‘reporter states that - r cent. of the 
Higher type new surface is concrete; 7,000 
miles per year is the rate of supply for a 
few years 2 The. Americans have had 
the best technical advice obtainable, and the 
public are satisfied that the best value for 
money is to be got from concrete. Their 
concrete is simple enough in its main fea- 
tures; it is in the application of labour- 
Saving machines and in mass-production 
organisation that a lesson may be learned. 
Much attention is being given to propor- 
tioning ‘on the basis of strength,’ but 
generally within these approximate limits. 
The strength is being continuousiy tested in 
the State Laboratory almost every day each 
work continues. Practice in regard to de- 
tails, such as joints, reinforcing, etc:, varies 
fiom State to State, but there is on the 
whole great similarity of work. Reinforcing 
steel is not largely used. The cost of con- 
structing these roads, exclusive of stiuctures 
and grading, varies from 20,000 dollars to 
55,000 dollars per mile. The Bure of 
Public Roads; which has charge of the ad- 
ministration of the Federal Highway Act, 
is devoting great attention to now the road 
should be designed, what materials should 
be used, and how to attain the lowest cost. 


CONCLUSIONS. 

Mr. Quigley submitted his own concl.sions, 
as follows :— 

1. Portland cement concrete is, so far as 
our present knowledge goes, the best value- 
for-money modern surface that can be laid. 
Though cheap, steamrolled types of slab of 
about four inches in depth have been fairly 
successful on strong-crusted roads, the depth 
of slab should not be less than six inches. 

Reinforcement is unnecessary except in 
rare cases, and a single coat approximately 
1:2:4 will meet the requirement. ; 

To ensure good tendering, as long lengths 
as possible should be advertised, so that 
county by county reckoning cannot be 
followed. 

2. Road improvement should be by tender 
and contract. Road plant of local authori- 
ties should be confined to what is required 
for maintenance, and should be reduced in 
most counties. 

ó. As in America, no patent. or propriet a4 
materials should be purchaseable. 

4. Appointments should be by promotion 
on the candidate’s record for efficiency, 
which could be furnished periodically by his 
superior officers. An examination test from 
time to time should be held. An arrange- 
ment of this kind should not be difficult 
through the Appointments Commissioners. 

5. A Highway Laboratory for Research and 
for continuous testing of road materials 
should be established. 

6. Meetings. of surveyors should be held at 
least quarterly in each of the four provinces 
to deal with technical questions and to 
furnish recommendations.

A few days ago I talked with an old 
man beside a country road not far from 
Dublin, and from him I heard for the 
first time of a famous character of the 
past.

Vaccination. 
re a TR SR ST eiR ST 


A few days ago (writes a correspondent) 
I turned over the leaves of the first 
edition of the famous Dr. Edward 
Jenner's little book, “ An Inquiry into. 
the Causes and Effects of Variole 
Vaccinal, a Disease Discovered in some of 
the Western Counties of Egland, parti- 
cularly Gloucestershire, and known by the 
name of the Cow Pox.’’ It is one of the 
rarest of medical essays. On the title- 
page are the words: “ The applica 
tion of the facts presented in this 


_ paper has probably saved more lives than 


the total of all lives lost in war.” The 
claim is well justified by the results 
which have followed the adoption of 
Jenner's discovery. 

To-day, however, in England more so 
than in any other country, a great mass 
of opinion refuses to believe in preventive 
inoculations. It was so in 1798 when 
Jenner first published his book. When 
he presented his report on his exper, 
ments to the Royal «Society, it was 
rejected. The only man of influence in 
the Europe of that period to realise the 
value of cow-pox. vaccination was 
Napoleon. As soon as he heard of the 
Englishman's method of combating small- 
pox, he ordered that all his troops who 
had not.contracted the disease should be 
vaccinated. President Adams, in_ the 
United States, and Thomas Jefferson, his 
successor, had members of their family 
vaccinated, but the great bulk of the 
English people showed either hostility or 
indifference. 


Wires and Grees. 


I was sorry to notice, whilst motoring 
in the country recently, the naked ,look 
of numierous roads which last spring were 
bordered by beautiful trees. In many 
parts ugly stumps alone remain, and the 
newly budding shoots on them seem only 
to add to the general air of baldness. 
The electrician, of course, is to blame. 
Branches generally have been cut off 
where trees run beside overhead wires ; 
but, in many cases, trees are cut to the 
ground. A friend of. mine who protested 
vehemently at having so many of his trees 
demolished succeeded im saving some very 
fine oaks and elms from the energetic axe 
of the electric wire-clearets.

I ‘notice that the King 
of Siam, who is now on a visit to the 
United States, still retains such pic- 
turesque titles as ‘‘Supreme Arbiter of 
the Ebb and Flow of the Tides,’’ 
' Brother of the Moon,” ‘‘ Descendant of 
the Great God Buddha,’’ and ‘‘ Possessor 
of the Twenty-four Umbrellas.’’ Every- 
one knows, of course, from Mr. Ernest 
Bramah and others, that the Emperor 
of China was usually a “ Son of 
Heaven.” The Ethiopian “Lion of 
Judah, or the Indian “Only “ White 
Crow,’’ are, I suppose, no more strange 
than “ Defender of the Faith” is to 
foreign ears.

When in Belfast the other day, writes 
a correspondent, I was down by the dry 
docks, and watched the bottom of a shi 
being «scraped clear of barnacles. It 
occurred to me that the man who could 
| invent something to prevent the adherence 
of barnacles to ships would make a 
fortune. I have heard that more than 
£20,000;000 is paid annually by shipping 
interests for’ the removal of these pests 
Ei the hulls of ships. . More than 150 
devices of various kinds have been 
‘patented in the United States of America 
alone for this purpose. None, however, 
has been . effective. . 

Barnacles collect on ships in such 
numbers as to retard the vessels, and thus 
cause the sage Try age of more fuel. Ships, 
thereupon, must be dry-docked once a year, 
at least, to have the barnacles removed by 
hand. This is an expensive process, since 
the paint comes with them—which means 
-re-painting and enforced idleness. For 
instance, the Mauretania has an under- 
water surface of more than an acre. It 
takes, at least, ten days in dock to scrape 
off the barnacles and repaint the bottom. 
The dry-docking alone costs about £10,000, 
to say nothing of incidental loss. 


Ghe Decline of Billiards. 


I was surprised to read the other day 
of a magistrate in England who suspended 
a sentence on an offender on the condition 
that he should not enter a. billiard room 
for two years, because it seemed to me 
that billiards had declined in popularity 
of late. Some time ago a billiard marker 
in a Belfast hotel told me that hardly 
anyone came to his tables, and attributed 
the fact to summer time, the films and the 
growing preference for outdoor amuse- 
ments. He did not think that young 
people were learning the game, in spite 
of its having produced such a remarkable 
exponent as the Australian’ wizard, 
Lindrum. If this view is correct, I am 
sorry ; for billiards is the most scientific. 
as it is probably the most difficult, of all 
games of skill. 

_ The origin of billiards is lost in 
obscurity, but its inyention has been 
ascribed to a French artist named Devigne, 
who flourished about 1570. The game 
came into fashion in France during the 
reign of Louis XIV., to whom it was 
recommended by his physicians as a suit- 
able form of exercise after eating. It is

Food Slogans. 


I suppose that there must be a consider- 
able number of innocent people (writes a 
correspondent) who swallow all that they 
are told about what they ought, or ought 
not, to swallow. To such individuals the 
variety of advice offered from time to 
time, where food is concerned, must be 
rather a source of bewilderment. Some 
time ago, for instance, the cry was ‘‘ Fat 
More Fruit,’’ and the fruiterers had a 
busy time for a while keeping pace with 
the demand. Fruit is always an attrac- 
tive word to the.eye, because it calls up a 
vision of ripe peaches, nectarines, straw- 
berries and cther pleasant things, whereas 
the reality on the restaurant menu too 
often resolves itself into a dish of prunes 
or figs. 

Since the fruit eraze we have been in- 
vited to eat more bread, more meat, and 
more fish. The latter form of food, I 
notice, is being recommended because it 
comes fresh from ‘‘ the clean depths of our 
own seas,” the implication being that 
possibly other people’s seas are not quite 
so stainless. I have yet to see a slogan 
to the effect that we should eat green 
vegetables, one of the most essential of all 
foods, and in Dublin, at least, one of the 
most difficult to procure, 


Spanish Potatoes. 


In a country district situated Yess thar 
a dozen miles from Dublin some people 
are planting a species of potato that has 
a history. It is called “ the doctor,” 
because a medical man.who had been visit- 
ing Spain brought back two of these 
potatoes some years ago and gave them to 
the owner of a small shop in the neigh- 
bourhood. There they lay for some time 
on a dusty shelf, until a local gardener 
asked about them one day, and was given 
one of the potatoes, which, as the doctor 
had said, produced enormous crops abroad. 
The first season there was a yield of two 
stone of tubers from the potato, and in 4 
few years the owner had sown nearly two 
acres with the seed. Various people have 
obtained them from him at different times, 
and have sown them in their own gardens: 
for, even though the growers of potatoes 
are a conservative lot, the huge crop 
produced by this seed has made a very 


favourable impression.

THE RESULT. 


The official figures of the voting were 
proclaimed to the Congress at five minutes 
ta five. They were as follows :—M. 
Doumer, 442; M. Briand, 401; M. 
Hennessey, 15; M. Chassain (the Com- 
munist leader), 10; M. Donmergue (the 
present President), 7; Dr. Ricklin 
(Alsatian Autonomist), 6; M. Lebrun, 4; 
WM. Painléve, 2; -M. .Steeg, 1; M. 
Renaudel, 1; M. Maginot, 1. The absolute 
majority necessary for election was 452. 

M. Doumer’s lead of 39 votes over M. 
Briand came as a great surprise. It was 
only within 10 votes of election by abso- 
lute majority. 


M. BRIAND’S WITHDRAWAL. 


M. Briand made the dramatic announce 
ment of his retirement at a meeting of the 
Cabinet, held during the suspension of the 
National Assembly, between the first and 
second ballots. He proposes to leave Paris 
to-morrow for Geneva, where he will 
represent France at the meeting of the 
Council of the League of Nations. 

There was a tumultuous scene in the 
Assembly, when the Vice-President. taking 
the chair in the place of M. Doumer, 
announced the result of the ballot. Richt 
and Centre cheered M. Doumer’s figures, 
and the Left made the best of it and 
cheered M. Briand. By that time the 
Assembly was so excited that nobody couid 
hear. 

The Vice-President announced the 
figures polled by the other candidates 
amidst shouts of “ Suspension ' and Com. 
munist cries of “ Soviets.’’ Finally the 
Assembly rose for an hour or two. 

Shortly before seven o’clock there was 
another bolt from the blue, when it was 
officially announced that M. Maraud, a 
young and comparatively unknown mem. 
ber of the Senate, who has once held a 
Ministerial portfolio, would stand as a 
candidate for the second ballot. 

Voting for the election ended at 7.35 
p.m., and it was not long after 8 o'clock 
when it was known that M. Doumer had 
been elected.

‘* Both summonses are issued from the 
office of the Director of Public Prosecu- 
tions, Whitchall.’’

In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes:—Once more the unexpected has 
happened in a_ French Presidential 
election.. Just as in 1920, M. Clemenceau, 
then at the zenith of his fame as one of 
the most notable figures of the War, was 
defeated by the comparatively unknown 
M. Deschanel, so yesterday M. Briand saw 
the palm of victory go to M. Doumer.

3ut, when all has been said in favour 
of his moderation and his good sense, adds 
The Times, the fact remains that those 
who most favoured M. Doumer’s candida 
ture were groups and parties of the Right, 
ardent individual Chauvinists like M.M 
Alexandre Millerand and Frankilin- 
Bouillon. and _ representatives of the 
north-eastern border constituencies that 
are always gazing upon Germany with an 
understandable suspicion.

CONSERVATIVE 


PARTY'S CASE. 


Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister said that the 
operation of the Irwin-Gandhi agreement 
was being watched with the greatest 
anxiety both in this country and India, 
not only because of its vitally important 
trade aspects, but as a test of the spirit 
in which the agreement was likely to be 
carried out. Dealing first with the Lanca- 
shire cotton trade, he pointed out that 
before the War the exports were 3,000 
million square yards. That total dropped 
in 1928 to 1,500 millions, and in 1930 to 
800 millions, whilst in the first quarter of 
the present year the exports have fallen 
to the figure of 100 millions. These figures 
were relevant as showing the damage 
which the trade suffered before the settle- 
ment and the measure of recovery hoped 
for if the agreement was what it purported 
to be. 

He could find little or no evidence that 
the position was improving. Notwith- 
standing thé agreement, the boycotting of 
British goods continued, and the agree- 
ment had not even been carried out in 
the letter. Nothing would be lost by a 
frank discussion of the facts in the House. 


A LIBERAL VILW, 


Sir Herbert Samuel expressed his satis- 
faction that this matter had been raised. 
The present-day condition of the Lanca- 
shire cotton’ industry, he said, was an 
economic disaster. But for unemployment 
insurance famine would be stalking 
through the whole area. By far the most 
important causes of collapse of the Lanca- 
shire cotton industry has been the Indian 
tariff duties and the Indian _ boveott. 
Indian mill-owners who had introduced 
Western machines and created social con- 
ditions equalling those which a large 
proportion of our workers suffered under 
the European factory system in its worst 
days were in active alliance with Mr. 
Gandhi, and Mr. Gandhi with them. The 
idea was to shut out competition which 
the Indian mill-owners could not meet on 
equal terms. They had come into politics 
in order to get great fortunes for them- 
selves. 

What was being done in India was, in 
the main, only what protectionists sought 
to do with British trade at home. As for 
the political element, Indians had taken

a powerful influence to bear upon the 
| People and Parliament of Great Britain. 


The four powerful currents of opinion in 
India were transcendental idealism, crude 
self-interest, economic patriotism and 
democratic nationalisation, and Lanca- 
shire was the victim of them all. 

Continuing, he said that for exuberance 
and exaggeration Mr. Churchill’s Albert 
Hall speech surpassed anything since the 
days of Bombastes Furioso. (laughter. } 
Mr. hurchill’s policy was the policy of 
the big stick and the strong hand. There 
was another policy which should commend 
itself to the House, and that was the 
policy of pursuing with energy, efficiency 
and sincerity the lines of the Round Tabie 
Conference, and pressing its recommenda- 
tions to a conclusion. In order to secure 
a settlement of great outstanding ques- 
tions there should not only be a favour- 
able atmosphere in India, but also in 
Great Britain. The obvious duty of the 
Government was to carry into effect in the 
spirit and in the letter the pacific 
measures envisaged in the Irwin-Gandhi 
conversations. 


OFFICIAL DEFENCE.

MR. WEDGWOOD BENN’S 
REPLY. 


Mr. Wedgwood Benn, Secretary for 
India, said that we must not seek to trace 
the blame for all the trade troubles which 
were pressing upon us to any political 
mishandling of the Indian situation. The 
decline in the Lancashire market had been 
accompanied by a decline equally severe 
in other markets. It was necessary to 
see the whole picture in perspective, and 
not to concentrate on one part of it. The 
cause of the decline in Lancashire exports 
to India was not entirely political. It 
was largely economic—unemployment, 
low purchasing power, and the reduced 
standard of life of the Indian people. The 
Irwin-Gandhi agreement was not merely 
an undertaking‘to permit the free sale of 
foreign goods, but also an undertaking, on 
the Government's side, to encourage 
Indian industries. If the economic con- 
dition of India could be improved and the 
standard of demand could be raised, 
Lancashire cloth would stand a better 
chance. 

In India at the present time they were 
faced with a great wave of political passion 
—a desire for the political emancipation 
of their own people. It should be the 
policy of all responsible persons to try to 
improve relations and prevent embitter- 
ment of relations between the peoples of 
the two countries. It should be their duty 
to restrain the extremists on both sides, 
as otherwise it would be more difficult to 
reach a political solution, and our trade 
relations would be definitely interfered 
with. 

He was afraid that this debate would do 
Lancashire little good; for it advertised 
the force of the boycott, and would en- 
courage others to pursue these methods. 

With regard to the Irwin-Gandhi agree- 
ment, it did not affect in any way the 
operation of the ordinary law in India. 
The ordinary law in relation to intimida- 
tion and coercion had been, and was being. 
enforced, and that with the good-will of 
Congress. The agreement was not made 
with the primary object of bringing about 
a trade revival. Its first object was to 
restore relations of good-will between the 
two peoples. The Government believed 
the true way was the way of peace. and 
that way they were steadi] ; pursuing. 

Mr. Churchill, commenting on Sir 
Herbert Samuels's speech, said that the 
right hon. gentleman was oscillating 
between the need for making as good a 


case for Lancashire as possible, in the 
interests of a somewhat shaky seat, and 
ladling out a copious supply of the more 
complex forms of platitude, which he 
hoped would afford satisfaction to, and in- 
crease his influence with, the party 
opposite. (Laughter.) As for the speech 
of the Secretary for India, he doubted 
whether it weal have been possible to 
make a more inadequate contribution to 
the subject they were discussing. All that 
Mr. Benn had said was that all the diffi- 
culties in India would be solved by 
pursuing the policy of the Round Table 
Conference. It was not going.to do much 
good to Lancashire. 

The policy of Mr. Gandhi and of the 
Indian Congress was the permanent ex- 
clusion of British cotton cloth from India,

BLEEDING THE MOSLEMS. 


It was in the interests of the people of 
India themselves that the monopoly which 
was being given to the Indian mill-owners 
should be prevented. The position was 
that 70 million Moslems were being bled 
and exploited and made to pay through 
the nose by a group of Hindu capitalists, 
who were the chief subscribers to Gandhi's 
Party fund. The situation was one which 
ought to be coped with. His Majesty's 
Government were treating the leader of the 
revolt almost with servility. The Secre- 
tary for India said we had gained great 
advantages. What a shameless misrepre 
sentation. (Conservative cheers.) The 
boycott was the fruit of weakness, of lack 
of confidence in our mission and in our 
duty. The Cawnpore riots were the first 
fruit of Gandhism, and that was nothing 
to what was coming. Gandhi had been 
made to appear the sole representative 
and champion of India. They were bring- 
ing him here with no common basis out of 
which agreement was likely to emerge.

MR. J. F. SIDES. i 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
John Francis Sides, B.E., M.Inst.C.E., late 
chief engineer of the Great Southern Rail- 
wavs. Mr. Sides was born in County Wex- 
ford in 1872. and was educated at the 
Academical Institution, Londonderry, and at 
Queen’s College, Belfast. In 1895 he took his 
degree in engineering at the Royal University 
of Ireland, ‘gaining first place and first class 
honours in the final examination. .

MINISTER REPLIES 
TO CRITICS. 


£130,032 ESTIMATE 
PRESENTED.

N the Northern Parliament any the 

| Minister of Labour, the Right Hon. J. 

M. Andrews, submitted the estimate for 


the Ministry of Labour, the total amount 


being £130,032. 

A few days ago, he said, some members of 
the House seemed to be astonished when he 
declared that his Department was paying out 
each week unemployment benefit of no less a 
sum than £64,000. . Possibly members would 
be more astonished still when he told them 
that the total disbarsements weekly on old 
age pensions, unemployment benefit and relief 
schemes was no less than £106,000 per week. 
That was an enoOrmous sum, and he knew 
quite well that many people felt that it was 
more than they. could afford to spend, but, 
on the other hand, it was realised by some 
that it was necessary to méet the present 


needs. 

There were 165,000 persons, apart 
from dependants, receiving benefit 
through the Department each “week. 


ÍA sum of £3,616,779 was the total ‘amount 
which Parliament would bé 
for services under the control of the Minister 
of Labour for the coming year. This figure 
did not, however, represent the total expendi- 
lure for which his Department was respon- 
sible. The total amount, including pensions 
and relief schemes, would be, <pproximately, 
five and a half millions. 

Of this, £1,414,000 represented the amount 
contributed by employers and workers to 
unemployment insurance, This meant that 
their working population, notwithstanding the 
present industrial depression, were actually 
contributing towards this social service no 
less a sum than three-quarters of a million 
per annum. “' | think that is the best answer 
I can give,” be added, ‘to those critics who 
say that this service is not on a contributory 
basis.” 


PENSIONS ESTIMATE, 

Referring to pensions, the Minister said 
that the estimated cost of these during the 
present, financial year was £2,076,000. Nine 
hundred widows and ten thousand dependant 
children, as well as 900 orphans, were re- 
ceiving pensions. In addition, 12,028 persons 
between sixty-five and seventy years of age 


and 15,068 over seventy years were receiv- 


ing pensions, including the 40,514 non-con- 
tributing pensions which the old and blind 
persons were receiving. 

The Minister gave the numbers of unem- 
ployed in the area at present as 75,473, made 
up of 62,359 wholly unemployed, 7,925 on 
short time, and 3,189 casuals; but expressed 
the view that the position was getting 
better, because since the beginning of the 
vear there had been a fall of 5,877, and a 
decrease this week of 517, largely accounted 
for by the admitted improvement in the linen 
trade. 

The debate had not terminated when the 
House adjourned. 

The Northern House of Commons will sit 
on Friday and Monday next, in order to 
enable the remaining business of the session 
to be completed early next week, when the 
House will adjourn—probably until the 246th 
inst.—before dispersing for the summer 
recess. The Senate will also sit on Friday. 

It is proposed that Parliament should re- 
assemble on Tuesday, 6th October.

STATEMENT BY DUBLIN CITY 
MANAGER.

The City Manager of Dublin yesterday 
made the following statement regarding the 


clearance of dustbirns<«— 


“The practice in the old city has been 
for the householders to leave the bins at the 
outer boundary of their. premises; in the 
former townships the cleansing man went 
into the private gardens and brought the 


bins from the front or side doors of the 
houses and back again. 
““ After amalgamation uniform procedure 


became inevitable, and the alternatives were 
to extend the township practice to the city 
or the city practice to the townships. The 
former would have inreased the expenses by 
some £10,000 per annum, equalling an in- 
crease of rates in the old city of 2d. in the 
£. while the latter will ultimately reduce 
expenses. This position imposed on me the 
course that has been adopted. 

“Many complaints have been made as to 
the new procedure, but the following state- 
trent of the facts should be borne in mind :— 

“1. As to the alleged difficulty of ¢arrying 
the bin to the outer end of a front garden, 
it must not be overlooked that in many 
such cases the householders have always 
hitherto had to carry the bin from the back 
garden, where it is kept, to and through the 
house. 

“2. As to excessive weight to be carried, 
the collection by the Corporation is three 
times weeklv. Two days’ domestic refuse is a 
trifling weight; but frequently the retnse of a 
week, and even longer, i1s_ allowed to 
accumulate before leaving out of the bin. The 
rernedy lies tu the hands of the householder. 

“3. [here are many hundreds of houses in 
the old city with long front gardens; the 
bins have alwavs been left at the outer 
boundary by the householder. What is 
feasible in the North side cannot be im: 
possible in the South. 

“4. There are hundreds of cases of flats 
in the old city area, some five storeys high. 
hut tha cecupants have uot found it im- 
possible to carry the bins up. and down the 
stairs—a vastly harder task than bringing the 
bin along a garden on the level. 

“ 5. In the few Wolated cases of elderly, 
infirm ladies or delicate maids, incapable of 
lifting the bm. and having no help. tha 
Corporation will perform the service for the 
small annual charge of £1 per annum. Persors 
desirous of availing of this facility can de 
sc by taking out a licence at the Licence 
(fice, Engineers’ Department, 28 Castle 
street. 

“ Finally, I have to state that the by-laws 
as to removal of domestic refuse advoted bv 
beth Township Councils prescribe that the 
bins shall be left outside the premises by the 
occupiers for clearance by the municipal 
employes.”’ 

Mr. Sherlock quoted the by-laws of both

IRISH PLAYERS PROMINENT.

W. Nolan, of Portmarnock, played far

His putting was good for a 
time, but three putts were the order on 
several greens. 

Fred Smyth, of Roval Dublin, found many 
bunkers, and towards the end he was heard 
to sav that he had not piayed a good second 
shot during the round. 

How slender is Cotton’s lead is *mphasised 
by the fact that no fewer than forty players 
of the 107 who qualified are within five 
strokes of him. Seldom has Cotton played 
better second shots than he produced to 
equal the best round of the tournament on 
this course, but his putts that would have 


turned par figures into ‘“‘birdies’’ just 
stayed out. He took 35 for each half of 
the round, which was just one better than 
par, and the onlookers who saw his golf 


were at a loss to understand why, playing 
as he did, Cotton should frown and generally 
show irritation. 

Cotton was one of the early starters. He 
had the advantage of the fine weather, which 
broke later in the day and turned to a 
deluge of rain, but none of the late starters 
could equal his magnificent effort. 

WONDERFUL PUTTING. 

Horton Smith came in a stroke hehind 
Cotton, and accompanying Syd Easterbrook, 
whom Cotton had deprived of the lead. 
There is no doubt that Smith is a golfer 
to be feared, and when he putts as he did 
yesterday, taking one’ putt on twelve greens, 
any score is possible. 

It must have been a more or less bitter 
refiection to Joe Turnesa, of America, that 
his two qualifying rounds did not count, 
but he was philosophical to a degree. So 
was Manero, who had a similar score of 75. 

Jose Jurado, of the Argentine, went out 
in rain and wind with a smile of confidence. 
‘You never know what will happen,” he 
said, but at the end of the day he was 
bracketed with his compatriot, Hector 
Freccero, and the enigmatical George 
Duncan at 80. It is remarkable to record 
that in the whole field there were only 
fifteen players who took more than 80 for 
the first round,
